Was Government Inspected Against 


the Laws of the Commonwealth— 
Issue Is Creating Great Interest 


Boston, March 2.—At 
about 
the 


Eame time that an order was intro- 
duced in the state senate calling for 
an investigation of the manner of 
disposal of cattle affected with tuber- 
culosis or other diseases in Massa- 
chusetts, a lengthy statement of the 
conditions 
governing such 
disposal 


was issued by Governor Draper, who 
says: 


"There is no occasion for excite- 


ment about existing conditions. Sub- 
stantially all the beef that is sold and 
consumed in the commonwealth is 
killed under government conditions, 
which are the best known in 
this 


or.any other country. The very small 
luantity not under government in- 
spection is under the inspection of 
Jcc<)! officers appointed by the local 
boi'.rds of health." 


With reference to demands which 


have been published recently in local' 
papers that the state should require 
that the meat of "slightly infected' 
cattle be so marked when offered foi 
sale, the governor says: 


"The 
United 
States 
government 


•3oes not require the marking for sale 
of 'slightly infected' beef. 
No state 


in the union, as I am informed, at 
the present time marks meat offered 
for sale as 'slightly infected.' 
It is 


of course understood that this meat 
referred to as 'slightly infected' is 
not considered by the United States 
authorities as dangerous to the peo- 
ple." 


The resolution introduced in 
the 


'senate was offered by Senator Parker 
of Boston and was referred to the 
committee on rules. 
It calls for an 


investigation 
by the committee on 


public health, with instructions to re- 
port to the legislature as 
early 
as 


practicable. 


Following the governor's 
statement 


came a very short report from Senator 
Parker, who has an. order before tho 
legislature for the investigation of 
the entire system of handling meat in 
this commonwealth. 


Senator Parker declared that Gov- 


ernor Draper had put his statement 
that the tainted meat being sold was 
government 
inspected 
against 
the 


laws of the commonwealth, which ex- 
plicitly state that 
neither 
diseased 


meat nor the meat of a diseased ani- 
mal shall be sold, under a fine and 
jail penalty. 


That Parker's statement means war 


between the senator and the govern- 
or over the tuberculosis meat ques- 
tion is admitted by the most con- 
servative who read the sharp reply 
of the senator. The latter introduced 
his order by saying that he had wait- 
ed for Draper to take action, and 
was surprised that the governor had 
failed to do so. 


Never has there been an issue be- 


fore the legislature that has created 
greater interest. 
The sentiment is 


that the matter ought to be inquired 
into, considering the charge of Chief 
Melvin of the United States bureau 
of animal inspection that there are 
hundreds of cattle being slaughtered 
every year without any inspection at 
all. 


How far the 
contention 
of 
Dr. 


Peters that 
he 
has 
discretionary 


powers in such matters has affected 
the entire system of administration 
and demoralized it, is a very pressing 
question for inquiry. 


It is covered by the Parker order 


for a probing of the transportation, 
quarantining, inspection and sale of 
the meat of tuberculosis cows. 
If 


that order is passed the people of the 
state will be given an opportunity to 
know just how a very important pan 
of its food supply is being adminis- 
tered.

Several younger eagles were Been in 


the vicinity, but they were nil beyond 
the age requiring tlie fostering care 
of the older birds, and hivstlcd across 
the notch to get away from tiie in- 
truders. 


The older birds, however, 
hung 


about tin. 
1 lumbermen and showed evi- 


dence of a willingness to take part 
in a mixup if too serious danger 
threatened their home in tlie rocky 
cleft. 


The men got near enough the nest 


to note the general characteristics 
of its construction, but no attempt 
was ninde to despoil it, and those who 
have since been to the spot, say that 
the birds have returned to their abode 
and are now living iu comfort. 


The locality of the nest is almost 


inaccessible, except to the most hard- 
ened woodmen and mountain climbers 
but it may easily bo found by 'those, 
who have the fortitude to attempt 
the climb up Frankenstein ledge. 


It is several years since any of the 


birds have been shot in northern New 
Hampshire, although 
numbers fre- 


quently have been seen about lii'ke 
Winnepesaukce in the summer. Kat- 
tletsnake Island is s favorite fesding 
ground for them until the snakes 
hibernate. 
The island is niacli up 


of ledges and is reputed to be '.he 
home of thousands of reptiles. ' It is 
one of the few bodies of land in Lake 
Winnepesaukee which does not boast 
summer cottages .or camps.—lioston 
Herald.

beep adopted, nobody is/ever willing 
to give them up, simply 'because thu 
improvement of vision, or gain la 
comfort, is such that they quickly 
make themselves indispensable. 
. There ia scarcely anything about 
which popular ignorance is so pi\i- 
fouud as it is in regjArd to eyes. Ev- 
er so many people will confess to 
wearing glasses for astigmatism;' but 
ask one of them what astigmatism is 
and the answer, if any, is a random 
guess. Yet astigmatism is simply a.n 
irregularity in the curvature of tho 
«irnea. which is set in the front ot 
the eye like a watch glass. One often 
hears it said that, oculists occasionally 
take out eyes, clean them, and put 
them back; yet nothing could bo more 
impossible, without destroying sight. 
When "old sight" comes, as it docs 
to all normal eyes at fifty yeara or 
earlier, complaint is made that the 
sight is failing; but the fact, ia that 
the eyes are as good as ever, but 
need mild convex glasses to help tho 
foc.us at the near point- Cataract is 
supposed to be a lilm over the eye, 
whereas it is really an opacity of the 
crystalline lens behind the pupil. To 
such absurd beliefs, indeed, there is 
no end.

Marble of Carrara. 


The Tuscan town of Carrara is 


wholly given up to the marble trade. 
It is situated on the Aveimi, about 
five miles from 
the Mediterranean 


coa;St, thirty miles northwest of Pisa; 
and it is surrounded by the marble 
hills which have made it famous. In 
the province of Carrara there 
are 


nearly 1,300 quarries, of which over 
:»uO are near the town of Carrara. 


The marble is a white sa.ccharoid 


limestone, which derives its values to 
thu sculptor from its texture and pur- 
ity. The marble used for this purpose 
is only obtained in a few of the riuar- 
nep. where, ihe stone is of particular- 
ly fine quality. 


The quarries are on the Sides or 


the mountain, a. branch of the Apen- 
nines, at heights varying from 500 to 
o,oOi.i fr.et. 
They arc served by 
a 


mountain railway of ten miies in 
Icngih, opened in ISSiX which descends 
from l,-"f(0 down to the sua. 


The marbl!1 is. exported at Ihe aver- 


age rate of ICO.000 ton annually, tle- 
sidi-.s the rjiinrrymen tin: marble finds 
employment, for hundreds of cnttdrs, 
masons, polishers and other work- 
men.
